Hawaiian-Islands and Guam being

Such communication Bhould be es- 
tablished in such a way as to be whol 
iy under the control of the United 
States/whether in time of peace or 
war. At present the Philippines can 
lie-reached only t>y cables-which pass 
through many foreign .countries, and 
the Hawaiian Islands and Guam can 
be only communicafed .with by steam- 
er, invoiylns delays in each Instance of 
a£ least a week. The present conditions 
should not 'be allowed to continue for 
a moment longer than is absolutely 
necessary. 
. 
The time has now arrived -when a 


cable in the 'Pacific -must extend aa far 
as; Manila, touching at the Hawaiian 
Islands and Guam on the way. Two 
methods of establishing this" cable 
communication at once suggest them- 
selves. First, construction And main- 
tenance of suctitt cable'at the expense 


tTnflh^ States GxjvernmenJ, and, 


sBcdnd, construction aid -maintenance 
of soch a cable by a private .United 
States corporation, under such a safe- 
guard as Congress flhall impose. 
I do not make any recommendation 


to Congress as to which of these meth- 
ods would be the more desirable. A 
cable of the length of that proposed 
requires .so much time for construction 
and laying that it is estimated that at 
least two years must elapse after giv- 
ing the order for the cable before the 
entire-system could 'be successfully laid 
and put. in operation. Further deep- 
sea soundings most be taken west of 
the Hawaiian Islands before the best 
route can 'be selected for the cable. 
Under these circumstances, it becomes 
a •paramount necessity that measures 
should be taken before the close of 
the -present Congress to provide such 
means as may seem suitable for the 
establishment of a coble system.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—If the con- 
struction of the Pacific cable is not 
authorized by the "present Congress It 
will not -be for lack of Administration 
pressure. The message of President 
McKinley sent to Congress today mar- 
shals the arguments in favor of the 
construction of the cable, but makes 
no recommendation as to Government- 
al or private construction. President 
MoKlnley lays particular stress upon 
the absolute necessity for control f<f 
the vatle by the Governing in case rf 
war. and in this teems to lean toward 
paternalism. Whether or not this is 
the outgrowth of Jils policy for the 
const-motion of the Nicaragua canal by 
the Government la still a question, but 
H is known that within forty-eight 
hours he has signified his willingness 
to ilgn a bill appropriating the neces- 
sary funds for the construction of a 
cable from San Francisco to Manila by 
way Honolulu, Wake Island and Guam. 


Last week the President called for 
all papers in connection with the cable 
case, and these -were considered by the 
Cabinet Later he sent for Mr. Ben- 
nett of New York, the author of the 
pending cable bill, and that conference 
led to the message of today, than 
which there_oouMI not be stronger ar- 
gument for tbe Immediate laying of 
tbe Pacific cable. 
Speaker Reed has consented to recog- 


nize Bennett to call vup his cable bill at 
once, and when thia Is done an amend- 
ment will be submitted providing that 
the Postmaster General may-—receive 
bids for the construction of the cable 
by private corporation*, in lieu of the 
subsidy clause providing that the cable 
Khali be of American mannjactar*. and 
doing away with subsidies. H is 
understood that there are three com- 
panies ready to bid for the construction 
of the cable.

Opposition of Pettigrew-The Various

(Latest advices to Planters from Attorney W. A. Kinney, special 


representative at the National Capital of the Hawaiian Jbugar 
Planters' Association and the Honolulu Chamber of Com- 
merce:) - 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—At this'writing the prospect of Ha- 


waiian legislation, both general anet special, is more doubtful 
'than ever. The three special bills extending customs, immigra- 
tion and shipping laws to Hawaii, respectively, are still held up 
either in the Senate or the House. 


Day before yesterday Pettigrew objected to the consideration 


of the shipping and navigation bill—this has passed the House. 
Pettigrew privately stated that be would object to all special bills 
on Hawaii so as to force the general Hawaiian bill to a hearing 
this session, and when that was up he intended to make an on- 
slaught on many of its provisions, which he considered to be in 
the interests of the "sugar barons." 


Knox, chairman of the territorial committee in the House, 


having charge of the general Hawaiian bill, told Frear and my- 
self that he would object to these special bills introduced out 
of their order, so as to force a hearing of his own bill; and with 
that end in view, objected, as I have already written you^i/o^the 
^consideration of the liouse billv^xtending the ii 
to Hawaii, SO THAT THE SESSION MAY CLOSE WI' 
OUT ANY LEGISLATION WHATSOEVER, 


If any special bill gets through, it -will probably be the bill in 


reference to immigration, for- Congress evidently believes that 
we will run in any amount of Asiatic immigration if we get the 
chance. 


This week we will enter a protest before the Senate finance 


committee against-delaying action jipon, the House bill.relating 
to the customs. "This will not have the slightest possible effect, 
but it will put us on record. 


I hope that the steamer 0f Feb. n will bring me some pro- 


tests or petitions from Hawaii which I can use to press the matter 
home on the Senate at large. 


We will probably prepare a bill this week |o provide for unani- 


mous jury verdicts and a grand 'jury system and introduce it 
as an urgent measure. This will help force a consideration of 
Hawaiian matters. We are afraid that the Edwards case at home, 
in which a rehearing has been granted, as we learn by mail today, 
may result in a decision which will leave us without means to 
punish criminals during the, recess. 


If Pettigrew in the Senate withdraws his opposition and Knox 


sees that there is no hope for the general Hawaiian bill,, HE 
(Knox) WILL WITHDRAW HIS OBJECTION TO THE 
SPECIAL BILLS, AND THEY MAY ALL GO THROUGH, . 
but thus far Pettigrew is unyielding and we are pleased that it is 
so, as it may force Congress' attention to our matters as a 
whole. 


Mr. Dole should accept the invitation to send delegates to the 


trans-Mississippi Congress which meets in May. If, next win- 
ter, we have to make a fight against tariff discrimination, the 
endorsement of a territorial Government forSHawaii, without 
discrimination, if substantial and decisive, will be very useful 
to us. 
. 


I am detaining Mr. Neumann here for a week or ten days to 


advise with Frear and myself upon these different matters. 


Your letter received today with statistics as to labor, etc., will 


be very useful at this time. The impression here seems to be 
that importers in Hawaii have imported grossly in excess of 
.their needs, up into the millions. We have not done much to 
contradict this, believing the tale a good lever to force prompt 
legislative action; but I would like to correct the matter with 
exact data before I leave. 


I think the Senate finance committee, in order to secure delay 


of the customs laws and to quiet the administration, have repre- 
sented that a retroactive clause can be put into the Hawaiian bill 
next winter, if in the meantime importations are so excessive 
as to warrant it.

It was simpiy a rout,'and proved 
ttaat even with the add of artificial de- 
fenses the Filipinos are mo' match for 
tike sturdy Americans "who ere fighting 
them. There is a large church 4n Ca- 
looean, -which, for ail practical pur- 
joees, is really a fort. It was strongly 
defended, and it was thotgbl that here 
the Filipinos might attempt to make a 
stand. But after the capture of the 
town it was found that the war ships 
fcacL made the place too toot tor the 
natives and they had aoandomed the 
IXBdtion without a struggle. Barri- 
cades bad been erected at tihe place 
•where the iiaJabon road crosses the 
Cue of the Bagupan Rail-way, in tab* 
center of t<tie town. These had beea 
torn to pieces in many places by tlie 


.. fire from the war ships and land bat- 


teries. 


As the Twentieth Hand .First Mon- 


tana regiments ente'-eu the town from 
the south some of the fleeing natives 
set fire to the nuts, Whose roofs are 
made of nipa, thinking to start a con- 
flagration wbidh would destroy the 
place. In this they were disappointed, 
(however, as che Americans extinguish- 
ed the flre. 


The losses of the Americans were 


eMgfat, but the enemy's were large, both 
in ikiiied and wounded. Most of the 
casualties to the Filipinos were caused 
t»y shrapne1!, the screaming and awful 
effect ol which caused terror among 
tie natives. 


Among the American wounded is 


Colonel Bruce Wallace of the First 
Montana Infantry. 


A*ter the Americans were in poases- 


•slan of the town it was found there 
•was only one .house in town that had a 
Hag-staff. This belonged to Mr Hig- 
g*ms, an Englishman, wfho is president 
or i!he jjagupan Railway 
He loaned 


Che staff to General Otis, and at 5 30 
O'clock the American flag was floating 
over the town. Its appearance was 
^greeted wiui enthusiastic cheering by 
the troops. 


The insurgent troops were* massing 


to me support of Agumaldo's forces at 
•CaJoocan and Aialabon when the fight- 
Ing began. It was reported this 


is in the hands of the Presfilent and 
the Commission is dissolved. All of 
the members of the Commission, in- 
cluding the secretary, Mr. Welghtman, 
and the recorder, Col. Davis, met by 
appointment at <the White House at 
4:16 o'clock this afternoon and were 
at once shown.

For the first time since 1856, the 


lower spring, upon which Hllo depend- 
ed for Its water supply for many years, 
has dried up and the-problem of fur- 
nishing water for lights, power and 
household use Is getting to be a ser- 
ious one. 


On Monday both planing mills were 


notified that power would be furnished 
for running the machinery only during 
half a day. The electric lights along 
the road to the long wharf have burned 
only an hour or two each evening, ow- 
ing to lack of waiter to run the machin- 
ery of the Hilo Electric Co. 


The dry spell is having Its effect on 


the cane and some difficulty is met 
with in Burning cane from the upper 
lands to the mills and unless there 
should be a heavy rain within the next 
few days some of this cane will be 
ruined This condition of affairs Is un- 
usual in Hilo and is becoming annoy- 
mg It is said that in the Olaa district 
water in some localities commands a 
premium

Twenty miles west 
of Honolulu 


there is today an Infant industry, com- 
paratively unknown, which at no very 
distant date will probably take a lead- 
Ing rank In the industries of the 
Islands. 


Last April a company was formed, 


with Cecil •Brown, president; Mark 
Robinson, rice president; W. C. Weed- 
on, secretary and treasurer; A. H. 
Turner, manager. -The object of the - 
Hawaiian Fibre Co., as it was termed, 
waa ithe cultivation and manufacture 
of all fibres. Sisal was the class of 
fibre principally thought of. 


Now possibly everybody does not 
- 


know what sisal is. Sisal is a fibre of 
tne Agave family and flourishes chiefly 
in Yucatan and the Bahama Islands, 


The Hawaiian Fibre Co., 


organization, leased from Jas. Camp- 
bell_3000 acres of land for the purpose 
of the cultivation of sisal. This tract 
of land is twenty miles west of Hono- 
lulu, being two miles beyond Ewa mill 
and ten miles from Pearl city. It ex- 
tends some distance mauka of the rail- 
road track and on the other side clear 
to the sea. 


It 
has not 
been 
many 
years 


since the first eisal plant was Imported 
here with a view of another possible 
industry. Joseph Marsden imported a 
number from the Bahamas about five 
years ago and they were planted on a 
small piece of land this side of Pearl 
City, where is a pond for one-half the 
year and dried mud during the other 
half. They did not thrive, and it was 
thought they needed more 'water, as 
much as sugar cane. Some were taken 
up and planted on one edge of Bwa 
plantation, near the railroad track, by 
Mr. Lowrie. This lot forms the,nurs- 
ery for the present company. 


Sisal is a peculiar 
plant. It will 


thrive and flourish where nothing else 
will live; where even a mountain goat 
could not live, sisal will grow like a 
green bay tree; when it gets into soil 
that is rich and has depth, and where 
something else might possibly grow, 
it immediately declines and loses 
strength. It does not depend on the 
soil for nourishment. Given plenty of 
heat and sunlight a-little moisture now 
and then, a stretch of rocky land and 
you have your model site for the cul- 
tivation of sisal.' 


The tract selected by the Hawaiian 


Fibre Co. is admirably suited for the 
purposes desired. It is rough, rocky 
and about as useless looking a piece of 
pround as one could find. It is not to 
be thought of in connection 
with 


sugar. 


Today about seventy-five acres of 


land are under sisal cultivation. The 
plant on an average is about three feet 
in circumference, that is the bulb it- 
self, and has no roots to speak of. The 
branches or fronds- from which the 
hemp is extracted, grow to a height of 
from three and a half to five and a half 
feet, tapering off to a small needle like 
barb, and in all directions and angles. 
The perpendicular fronds are 
never 


taken. 
They are not ripe. As they 


ripen they fall toward the ground and 
then they are ready to be cut and 
turned into hemp. 


While tbe plant has no roots to 


speak of, it throws out numerous 
suckers, or feeders, in all 
directions, 


which turn into small plants. These 
take the life of the mother plant and 
are cu.t off The small plants are used 
as nursei > stock 
It takes about three 


jears for a plant to mature. From 
thirty-fhe to forty fronds can be cut 
from one plant twice a year, with an 
average weight of one 
and 
a half 


pounds to the green frond. Take five 
per cent of this amount and you have 
the amount of pure fibre obtained from 
one plant in a year. 


The company has cleared and plant- 


ed about seventy-five acres of land. A 
comfortable home for the manager has 
been built Everything Is -well con- 
ducted and prosperous looking. 


The main dTftculty is-to obtain the 


fibre from the plant. Extensive ma- 
chinery is necessary, but the manage- 
ment intends to put np the machinery 
in time to reduce the first crop, which 
they expect to take off in about two 
years. 


This is one of the new businesses of 


the Islands 
The hemp industry is 


confined to a lew places. It now seems 
that it will not be long before these 
Islands will take a leading, if not tbe 
leading place in the hemp industry. 


Specimens of hemp which have been 


worked out by hand can be seen at thi»

Gentlemen x>f Beach and of the Bar: 


This twenty-fifth anniversary of the 


appointment to the Bench of Mr. Chief 
Justice Jodd has been taken by the 
Bar as a fitting occasion to ask him to 
dine with them and to offer him their 
congratulations upon the general re- 
sults of his long Judicial life and upon 
the«heal£h and strength which he still 
retains. 


Hawaii has seen stirring times^wrth- 


in these twenty-five years. There have 
been great changes, both in tne funda- 
mental law of the iand and in the form 
of government, which- required the ad- 
judication 
of serious constitutional 


questions. 


In order to obtain judicial decisions 


in these matters which would command 
the respect of the law-abiding portion 
of this community, it was essential that 
members of the Supreme Court should 
not only have the requisite learning 
and ability, but that the community 
should have confidence in their honor, 
integrity and impartiality. 


The fact that during the 
political 
crises of the country which presented 
those questions, their adjudication fay 
the Supreme Court was generally ac- 
quiesced in, Is due in no email degree 
to the possession and exercise of those 
qualities -by Chief Justice Judd. 


In February, of 1874, When Mr. Judd 


went upon the Bench, the town of Ho- 
nolulu was practically occupied by a 
foreign naval force which had been! 
landed" during the election riot Pojit- 


The habeas corpus cases brought in 


1895 to test the legality of the military 
trials caused, in the minds of "many 
who were competent to consider those 
questions, the deepest solicitude, font 
the manner in which the Court dis- 
posed of those questions was not only 
Quieting to the country, but effectually 
disarmed hostile foreign criticism. 


During all these twenty-live years 


there has 'been a steady development 
and growth of the law, made necessary 
by the increase of tbe foreign popula- 
tion, the enormous advance in trade 
and commerce and in domestic, produc- 
tion. 


Novel questions of law <were con- 


stantly arising, requiring to be decided 
on principle, foe, -which there was no 
autlioratative precedent until the en- 
actment of the Common Law of Eng- 
land by tne Judiciary Act of 1892. 


Equity jurisdiction <was definitely es- 


tablished for the first time to 1876, 
since which time its Hmite have stead- 
ily been defined and established, until 
the equity jurisprudence of Hawaii has 
reached practically the same lorm with 
American and" English equity. 


A branch of law awaits, at no dis- 


tant day? its full development—refer- 
ring to the law concerning corporations 
—bur as far as the adjudication of 
corporation law go, there is no doubt 
of their general correctness. 


The personnel of the Supreme Court 


bas undergone many changes during 
this period, which has seen inree Chief 
Justices, 'besides numerous changes 
among the Associate Justices. 


There is no doubt, I think, that dnr-. 


ing all this time the respect which has 
been paid to the Bench, the regard with 
which it has been held by all national- 
ities in this community, the absence of 
friction between tbe Bench and the 
3ar and between the Department of the 
Judiciary and the other departments of 
.he Government, have largely been due 
to the kindly nature, the tactfulness 
and impartiality of Mr. Chief Justice 
Judd. 


I now take the greatest pleasure in 


your 'behalf, and for xnyaelf, as one of 


whole country and mor 
Hawailana. 


Can you Imagine being born here, 


educated with these people end know- 
ing them u I do that I could do less 
than to stand by the native Hawaiian 
as long as possible, and gentlemen, In 
case the tenure of my office •hould be 
shortened hereafter I desire at 
thia 


time to say « good word for these peo- 
ple and to leave them to the kind con< 
alderation of the Bar. The Hawaiians 
are a confiding race and I trust you will 
always consider them as wards of our 
country. It seems to me that we ought 
to set a shining example to all men of 
the way in .which, a brown race can oe 
treated by the -white, treated fairly, 
justly and generously. 


Mr. Hartwell said there had been 


great changes in this courtry within 
the pa&t twenty-five years, especially 
in the courts, and in the low. I think 
we can thank him for the great-im- 
provements made in the probate court 
system. To his labor is due the numer- 
ous forms put into existence and used 
by the Bar from the year 1868 up to 
the present time. In those early days 
there were few lawyers who knew the 
practice, and If there la any one thing 
in my judiciafecareer that I regret it is 
that I at times felt obliged to adhere 
to forms, thus losing eight of the true 
merits of a case. To my mind it is the 
duty of a judge to find the real jus- 
tice of a case, and if there is anything I 
regret it is that «t times I have felt 
obliged to follow rules of practice in re- 
gard to appeals and exceptions -where, 
if real justice had controlled, I should 
not have done so. I trust that the law 
in regard to appeals and exceptions 
can yet be made more clear. 
I thank you very much for -this 


Bonort gentlemen. I was a young man 
when I took the Bench. I was thirty- 
four years of-.age. Judge Stanley, in 
comparison, was a mere child whence 
went on the Bench. I was about to re- 
mark that I was the longes't 
office 


holder in the country, but 1 believe 
Luther WIlcox is the longest. I was 
Attorney General to King Lunalito, 
and those were very trying times in- 
deed. Thdt was during the reign of a 
King who was generous to & fault, but 
who had a weakness which nnaliy took 
him to the grave and that, top, only 
after one year of service. It was al- 
most impossible to do anything in the 
way of advancement during Bis reign 
I regret that the short nefgn of Luna- 
lilo's did not produce more and better 
results. Lnnalilo's intentions 
were 


good but his physicaf condition was 
such that he could not carry out his 
good intentions. 


If I have accomplished anything in 


the way of forming the common law t>f 
this country it'is largely through, the 
assistance of the Bar, which l bare 
always had, and expect to have it in 
the future. I remember I had the 
pleasure while in the Legislature of 
passing a good many acts which- you 
may possibly think date back beyond 
my time. When J commenced-prac- 
ticing law here In 1864 no man could 
testify in his own behalf, and I had the 
honor of introducing and of procuring 
a law by which a man could testify in 
his own behalf. We have grown, and 
the practice has become more elab- 
orate, and I don't know out whatever- 
diets are more frequent than toey usel 
to be. I have often heard it said thai 
it is 'better that ninety-nine guilty mea 
should escape than that one innocent 
man should be convicted, -but I wish to 
say that, -during my careed as a uisi 


judge I never knew of one peidon 


convicted by a jury whom I believed 
was innocent. Many of these sayings, 
regarding the conviction of innocent 
men, have, no doubt, had their found- 
ation in a period when the system of 
administration was very severe and 
•oppressive. 


1 always wish to be on friendly terms 


with the Bar. I have had a good many 
associations from time to time with it 
and have always endeavored to have 
my personal dealings with its memoers 
friendly and cordial. We aie friends, 
gentlemen, and we should pull together 
for the purpose of accomplishing Jus- 
tice and righteousness in this commun-

ity. We expect you to be leaders in 
eny and all judicial reforms in general, 
for, if our educated men are not to 
stand by every measure advocated, we 


certainly not succeed in this coun- 


I feel that it was very fortunate to 


this country in tbe creating of the Su- 
preme Court away back in the '40's 
that we had such men as Judge Lee an<j 
Judge Allen. These men had a grrcit 
deal to do with the formation of the 
Court. Previous to that time the Su- 
preme Court was mixed up with the 
executive department. It was in the 
exclusive power of the Governor. I be- 
lieve the independent position of the 
Supreme Court was the bulwark of the 
Monarchy, and the Monarchy was 
strong and stable just so long as the 
Supreme Court was left intact, and it 
was only when there was an attempt 
made to destroy its independence that 
the Monarchy fell. 


I am glad to add to the testimony of 


Judge Hartwell as to the excellent 
work done by the Chief Justice in and 
during his long public service, and I 
recognize that his conservative intelli- 
gence and close acquaintance with .be 
Hawaiian people and their customs 
(which might be termed the Hawaiian 
common law) has been of great service 
to this country. There have 
been 


times when a different personnel in the 
Supreme Court might have been,, very 
disastrous to this country, but 
the 


•vital questions that have arisen from 
time to time have been met by the 
court in a manner that does it credit 


The Bar "has been a very great ele- 


ment in the political progress of the 
country. Its members have been lead- 
ers in political reforms, and in reforms 
in the matter of the practice in our 
courts and in the administration of 
public affairs, in the executive depart- 
ment 'by their influence, and by their 
influence in the courts and in Ue leg- 
islatures. I think we have been very 
fortunate in having the Bar well i op- 
resented in the legislative department 
of the Government. The expressions of 
the Bar, or of those members who 
met tbe (Hawaiian Commissioners, were 
conservative and strongly in tavoi* of 
a continuation of the present status of 
the Supreme Court. In regard to the 
life tenure of the office, personally I 
feel that is a very important matter, 
and that a change from a life tenure 
to a shorter term, especially if made 
elective, would be a serious departure 
and would affect the independence of 
the Supreme Court and its usefulness 
fn the affairs of this country 
I trust 


that we may look forward to a con- 
tinuance of the record which the Su- 
preme Court has made in this country, 
equal in every respect to that wUlch 
has been made, and that it may always 
have the confidence of the community 
and Bar, and always be an element, as

try. and member* of the Supremo 
Court were often called upon to do dif- 
fkuK vork in foreirn laada, and It wa;

of, or which may 'be used for the cre- 
mation of the bodies of those who pre- 
fer this oasposition to that of burial? 
The estaWMunent ot such a crematory 
will 'be favorably received by the Jap- 
anese, now the largest part of our 
inhabitants. Gradually, as the people 
become more enlightened, the use of 
it would increase. The time will come 
•wtoen ffliis method "toll be generally 
favored, ibut it wJl come only through 
the growth ot (knowledge and educa- 
tion, A crematory in use wlili be in 
itself an education. The people who 
are shocked on reading about the un-

It is the d'egradatton of politics that 
men who want office virtually auver- 
tise tihemfieilves aa tbejbutcher adver- 
tises that he alone sells the toest sau- 
sages. But the oonaumere understand 
tihaC this is one of t!he harmless tricks 
of trade. .When men who hunger for 
office practice lihe trick, and t)he peo- 
ple do not denounce dt, it only proves 
that political ideas are very low. 


Occasionally the people do rise out 


of this moral stupor, and live up to 
tihe ideal maxim that the "office should- 
seek the man." The election of Ol- 
Roosevelt to the office of governor of 
New York is evidence of it. The pessi- 
mists will say, "the battfle of San Juan 
did it." Perhaps so. But "tihe offi«e 
sought the man." 


HAWAII NOT A COLONY. 


TJie movement in Congress by some 


of the Republican leaders to place ibis 
Territory in the same political rela- 
tion to tihe Federal government that 
exists between *the "ceded" Philippines, 
and Porto Rico and Che government 
will probably not be successful. 


Hawaii ihas 'been lawfully annexe* 


to the United States with tihe consent 
of the Hawaiian government. The an- 
nexation act expressly recites the fact 
of tihis consent. Ii -was a contract in 
which both parties deliberately joined, 
and involved the making of these Isl- 
ands a part of the United States. 


Tae Philippines and Porto Rico are 


conquered territories. Cession >by\ Spain 
matoes them tihe property of t<be Una- 
ed States, without definition of title 
In tihe case of Hawaii, the constitu.ion 
and laws of the United States are ex- 
tended over the Islands, by the declar- 
ation that no municipal laws shall be 
passed in conflict with the oonstitu- 
tlon. 


Over the territory ceded by Spain, 


there is no argument for, or sugges- 
tion of, the dominance of the consti- 
tution and laws over the ceded ter- 
ritory. The relations of an annexed 
territory are not created. 


It is well known that the United 


States possess, by some title, the isl- 
and of Nevassa m the Atlantic, and 
several Islands in the Pacific. They 
also possess certain rights in Samoa. 
But is not contended that the consti- 
tution and laws, by the act of posses- 
sion, extend over these parcels of ter- 
ritory. 


While the question is a new one re- 


lative to the power of Congress to 
wiflhiold the operation of the constl- 
:ution and laws over territories, it has 
been decided indirectly by the Supreme. 
Court at various times. As the ques- 
tion raised affects our own interests, 
the following extract repeatedly cited 
in the Congressional debates from the 
decision of the Supreme Court in 
Loughborough vs. Blake 4 Wheaton 
will interest laymen- 


The eighth section of the first article 


gives to Congress the "power to lay 
and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and 
excises" for the purposes thereinafter 
mentioned 
This grant is general, 


without limitation as to place. It con- 
sequently extends to all places over 
which the Government extends. If this 
could be doubted, the doubt 
is le- 


moved by the subsequent words, vhich 
modify the grant 
These words are 


'but all duties, imposts, and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the United 
States." It will not be contended that 
the modification of the power extends 
to places to which the power itself does 
not extead.

The anniversary of the appointment 


of Chief Justice Judd to the office of 
a Justice of the Supreme Court, twen-] 
ty-flve yeara ago, was •well^commenv 
orated on Saturday evening at 
ner tendered to him by members of 
Bar.

It would be remarkable in the hia-. 


tory of any country that a 
father, 


should be the chief actor in the organ* 
zation of a little nation, should at- 
tend its birth, while the son »hott}d 
also accupy a high office at the close of 
the brief national life. To aome ex- 
tent it would make the biography of 
both almost a history of the nation! 


Dr. G. P. Judd 'became president <& 


he Treasury Board of the Hawaiian 
Government in 1842. The first constl- 
ution had been proclaimed in 1840. 
Ie filled the office of Recorder, of Min- 
ster of Foreign Affairs, of Minister of 
he Interior, of Minister of Finance un,- 
il the year 1853. This was the forma- 
ive period of the nation's life. JDuring 
hese-years the experiment was begun 
of grafting the Anglo-Saxon customs 
and Institutions upon the native Ha- 
waiian stock—the experiment of bring- 
ng the natives under, in a large 
measure, the influence and the dom- 
nance of Teutonic methods. 


The Chief Justice, appointed to the 


office of Attorney General in 1873, and 
subsequently to the offices of Associate 
Justice, and Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, became an authoritative 
expounder of the rights and limitations 
of the civil polity his father had so 
materially aided in creating. 


The Chief Justice was born before 


the nation "struck its being into 
bounds" as a civilized state, And yet,, 
while the sun of his life 16. Still near 
he zenith, the nation created after he 
was born ceases to existJ He has lived, 
during a period, add been a (part of 
public events, which hereafter will be- 
come more and more prominent as an 
absorbingly interesting political event 
of the Islands of the 'Pacific. 


A Japanese $inlster of Foreign Af- 


airs asked some years ago, "Why is (i 
,bat *he great Powers accept without 
question the administration of justice' 
n the Hawaiian Islands?" 


There was, and could be, but one re- 


ply "Because1 justice is administered 
according to the best ^standards." The 
next question was: "Why did the Ha- 
waiians accept a foreign standard?" 
'he answers given to this question in- 
volved considerations that cannot bej 
epeated here. 
It will be the verdict of the students 


of our brief national 
history, that 


rom the beginning to the end, the 
lupreme Court maintained its dignity,; 
and character for honesty and 
wise 


udgment. and throughout the po- 
itical changes was above suspicion.: 
n truth, it has been the single anchor! 
hat has held the little ship of state in 
afety when it has, more than once, 
ound itself on a lee shoVe. 
Few of those who live here are aware 
f the reaching influence of the 
Chfef 


ustice, in controlling for ma*y years 
he native magistrates scattered over 
he Islands who were, of course, ig- 
lorant of the principles and practice of 
inglo-Saxon jurisprudence. Only one 
who thoroughly understood the native 
labit of thought, who 
was familiar 


with the language, who took, as a na- 
ive born, a deep and abiding interest 
hi the native race, could deal wisely 
with their weaknesses and errors, and 
by gentle coercion prevent them from 
doing grievous wrong. In the remote 
parts of the Islands the native Justices 
lad a wholesome fear of reproof or 
correction by "Alapeka" (Albert). His 
service in this respect has been quiet, 
constant, laborious and gratituous 
It 


has lasted through many years, and 
has preserved this vestige of a Poly- 
nesian race from alien attack. 


The native race does not know, nor 


can it be expected to know, the value 
of such services 


For the reason that he was, from the 


beginning, familiar with the native 
language and customs, the Chief Jus- 
tice was and is, admirably adapted to 
preside over the final adjudication of 
controversies between natives and for- 
eigners

H.J>oper and B. S. Valen- 
JJne vs. B. F. Dlllingham and the Waia- 
lua Agricultural Co., a motion was 
made by defendants that an order be 
made by the court directing the com- 
plainants to execute and put on file a 
bond of Indemnity. In support of the 
motion the following affidavit of Joseph 
B. Atherton was filed: 


J. B. Atherton, of Honolulu, Island 


of Oahu^ Republic of Hawaii, being 
duly sworn, deposes and says:

First: That he is the president of 


the Waialua Agricultural Co., Ltd., an 
Hawaiian corporation, one of the de- 
fendants in above suit 
Second: That the number of shares 


of capital stock of said corporation is 
35,000, representing at par the sum of 
13,500,000; that the injunction issued 
in said suit the Waialua Agricultural 
Co. is enjoined from issuing any of said 
shares of stock. 
Third: That the granting of said 


injunction causes great prejudice to de- 
fendant in the conduct of its business; 
and 1s likely to cause it great and irre- 
parable Injury; that said company Is 
organized upon a cash basis; that the 
amount of its cash capital was made 
, sufficiently large to meet all probable 
expenditures necessary to develop the 
plantation of said defendant company 
and to put it in good working order; 
that thereby it was Intended to make 
said company independent of fluctuar 
tlons of the money market; that said 
advantage will be to a great extent 
lost in case said Injunction is con- 
tinued; that *wo assessments of 10 per 
cent each have already been called 
from the stockholders of>aid company, 
amounting to $200,000 «ach; that with 
in the next three months a further as

There is 
an amount of speculation, yet thou- 
sands of shares are being bought on 
investment.

Many uncommon incidents marked 


the trading of yesterday. Some re- 
markably quick turns were made and 
there were some surprising trades 
amongst people who failed to keep 
track of the ruling prices. One holder 
of quite a block let go early at $3 and 
learned that the buyer was filling, an 
order at $5. One individual made a 
sale of a small 'block* at $10. One of. 
the brokers—not a member of the ex- 
change—made a sale at $4.50, then had 
to pay $5 for a number of shares in 
order to make good. 
Everywhere everybody talked of Ki- 
hei. The way in which the coin was 
brought forward for buying showed 
that there must be an enormous 
amount of quietly reserved money in 
town There was not a heavy or great 
use of borrowed money. Money is 
called "tight," but it was poured out 
for the game.

CANAL AND SHIPPING BILLS 


Mr. Cannon Cannot Figurs How 


Money Is to Be Hact-Conster- 


natlon OveiTJifficultles. 


'WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The speech 


of Cannon in opening the debate upon 
tile appropriation bill now under comt- 
Blderatfon was in some senses the 
most remorjtairie pronouncement of a 


i mam in Ibis position -wthdch has ever 


been mode in the House. He declassed 
•that there was not time for a proper 
consideration In the House of either 
trie carnal or shipping bill, and in the 
case, of the latter he made <his speech 
more explicit, until it reached a stage 
of declaration from the ruling spirit 
of the lower 'body of Congress. 


Cannon said tHW finances of the Na- 


tion rwere in sudi shape, df tihe expen- 
ditures of tue year were made abnorr 
anal by the taking up of new projects, 
4iat there would be necessary an issue 
of 'bonds, as the normal revenues of 
the Government could not sustain 
them. 


T8ie effect upon the friends of the 


canal was magical. From the mo- 
ment tue speaker said there was not 
left of the session time enough to take 
up the bill, which, at ds 'known, the 
Committee on Commerce will report, 
there was such a demonstration of the 
temper of Congress as could not be 
misunderstood. From every side of the 
chamber there were questions which 
showed that tihe men asking Uhem were 
anxious to vote upon the measure. 


•There is still a chance in Ore Senate 


that the canal bill •wiH be .put as a rider 
upon the rivers and hanbors bill. 


In connection with tto bill Cannon 


made a general statement as to the 
condition of the revenues. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in October last, 
Cannon said, had estimated the defi- 
ciency of the revenues for tlhe fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1899, to be 1112,- 
000,0.v,, or a monthly average of |9,- 
333,0... In this judgment, in the light 
01 the receipts and expenditures for 
the Jiret seven months thus estimated 
the deficiency was much too low. The 
actual deficiency up to February 1, 
1899, 
was $93,151,000, an average of 


$13,307,Uv per month. At this rate the 
deficiency for Che fiscal year would be 
$j.59,U^ -,000. Bui tMs would not in- 
clude the $20,000,000 provided by the 
ibiil to carry out the provision of the 
Paris treaty. The cash ba.lanee in the 
Treasury on February Isi, including 
the $100,000,000 gold reserve, was ?274,- 
000,000. Two hundred millions of that 
ihad been put -into the revenues by the 
year loan.

itself with the poor^xcuse of political 
expediency^ the French .Government 
and Chamber of Deputies today de- 
stroyed the foundations of justice *in 
France. The bill depriving the crim- 
inai chamber of the Court of Cassation 
of Jurisdiction in the Dreyfus case was 
passed -by a vote of 332 to 216. Per- 
haps it is too soon to affirm that the 
rapid decline and fall of the Third Re- 
public is now Inevitable, because there 
is some hopq^that the bill will be re- 
jected 'by the Senate. The fact that 
such a measure could receive this sup- 
port in the popular branch of the 
French 'Legislature Is itself evidence, 
however, that the country is once more 
on the edge of a political abyss. 


The Ministers and principal sup- 


porters of the iniquitous bill, in the 
amazing debate which preceded the 
vote, confessed that the imputations 
against the Judges 'had no shadow of 
justification. Most of the speeches im- 
plied the tacit admission that the mo- 
tive for supporting the measure was 
the fear of what conspirators against 
the Republic might do unless the con- 
cession was made to their demands.
